THE  TARIFF. 
The  part  of  the  annual  report  of  the  min- 
ister of  finance  devoted  to  the  tariff  will  be 
keen  disappointment  to  those  who  had 
looked  for  a  more  enlightened  administra- 
tion of  the  custom  house  on  the  accession 
of  the  Saraiva  cabinet  to  power. 

In  the  paragraph  to  which  we  allude,  no 
hopes  are  held  out  of  a  speedy  concession 
to  the  representation  recently  made  to  the 
minister  against  the  re- imposition  of  the 
useless  preliminary  examination  of  goods 
for  clearance  ;  neither  this  nor  other  neces- 
sary and  urgentTeforrhsare  even  alluded  to. 
Nevertheless  the  opportunity  is  not  neglected 
to  glorify  the  new  tariff,  which,  it  is  implied, 
while  facilitating  the  dispatch  of  business 
in  the  custom  house,  is  based  on  the  true 
values  of  the  imports. 

We  really  wonder  how,  in  the  face  of  the 
relatoriojustificaiivo  which  accompanied  the 
work,  such  an  assertion  can  be  made.  It 
is  true  that  mention  is  made  of  a  certain 
report  sent  to  the  treasury  by  the  ex-inspec- 
tor of  the  custom  house,  Sr.  Costa  Pinto,  j 
under  date  of  March  6th,  and  we  gather  \ 
therefrom  that,  much  to  his  surprise,  certain 
pestilent  individuals  had  condemnncd  the 
new  tariff  as  much  on  account  of  its  avowed 
protective  duties,  as  of  the  undue  and  arbi- 
trary manner  in  which  the  duties  had  been 
increased  in  several  instances,  It  seems, 
however,  that  the  ex-inspector  was  equal  to 
the  occasion.  We  gather  that  by  copious 
extracts  from  the  works  of  distinguished 
writers  on  political  economy  and  by  appeals 
to  the  special  condition  of  the  country, 
that  enlightened  functionary  had  fully  dis- 
posed of  these  ontrageoug  charges.  And 
such  argument  we  know,  from  long  res- 
idence in  this  country,  ought  to  carry  con- 
viction to  all  well  reasoning  minds. 

We  wonder  when  Brazilian  officials  will 
be  content  to  follow  the  example  of  the 
great  nations  whose  writers  they  so  glibly 
quote,  and  take  a  practical  view  of  the 
stale  and  needs  of  their  own  country  ! 
EvenSr.  Affonso  Celso,  who  was  never  at 
a  loss  for  an  apt  quotation  from  Leroy  Beau- 
lieu,  or  some  other  writer,  in  support  of  any 
or  every  measure  stated  with  sadness,  in  his 
memorable  document  of  March  27th,  that 
"mm  tudo  seaprende  nos  livros." 

At  present  the  crying  needs  of  commerce 
are  neglected  while  fanciful  theories  are 
being  ventilated.  What  is  wanted,  is  what 
importers  fondly  thought  they  were  going  to 
obtain — a  just  and  simple  tariff,  executed  in 
a  just  and  simple  manner,  just  alike  to  the 
government  and  the  merchant.  It  is  by  a 
liberal  interpretation  of  its  provisions,  and 
not  by  trying  to  strain  every  point  to  the 
prejudice  of  the  importers,  that  the  govern- 
ment will  best  protect  its  own  interests  and 
those  of  trade.  Let  the  cumbersome  process 
of  clearing  goods  be  simplified  by  a  reduc- 
tion of  the  staff  employed  and  by  the  sup- 
pression of  useless  formalities.  Let  the 
government,  instead  of  trying  to  devise  fresh 
taxes  for  overburdened  and  long  suffering 
commerce,  in  sober  earnest  endeavor  to 
remove  all  useless  and  vexatious  restrictions 
on  trade,  and  then  we  may  hope  to'see  a 
more  prosperous  era  set  in  both  for  govern- 
ment and  people.

ISenate  Proceedings  of  May 

Senator  Junpteira. — Mr.  President : 
ago  the  jfornal  do  Cammerc'w  published 
tilhii  that  the  term  of  the  privilege  conceded  to  the 
ISotanical  Garden  Rail  Road  Company  had  been 
extended  and  stated  that  litis  was  done  by  tin  i>liida! 
note  of  March  1st,  of  the  present  year. 

The  following  day  the  LJiario  Official  published 
this  note.  I  consider  this  quesliun  an  important 
one  because  it  relates  to  the  interests  of  this  muni- 
cipality, lo  the  future  municipal  income  which 
requires  to  be  increased,  for  really  a  capital  like 
litis  needs  to  be  richly  endowed  with  means.  Being 
desirous  of  forming  a  well-founded  judgment  on 
this  question  I  am  going  to  pell  lion  Tor  a  copy  of 
the  opinion  of  the  section;  for  Ihe  affairs  of  ihe 
empire  of  the  council  of  state  no  the  occasion  oi  the 
approval  of  the  statutes  of  the  company  in  1862 ; 
also  of  ihe  opinion  of  the  sriki  section  on  the  occa- 
sion of  the  decree  of  April  5th,  186S,  giving  alegal 
existence  to  the  company,  an  opinion  conn lersig tied 
by'lbc  present  minister  of  justice!  also  a  copy  of 
the  pet i lion  lately  directed  by  the  company  to  tiie 
government  in  virtue  of  which  ihe  official  note  of 
March  1st  was  dispatched  and,  if  it  exists,  the  opin- 
ion of  the  respective  section  of  the  council  of  state 
in  regard  to  it, 

Without  these  documents,  Mr.  President,  I  can. 
not  firm  a  complete  opinion  in  the  mailer.  I  am 
troubled  with  some  doubts  respecting  the  justice  of 
the  act  because  it  would  seem  ibal  if  the  company 
has  us  pretended  right  thus  established  in  the 
statutes  of  1862,  it  would  not  petition  so  many 
times  for  the  recognition  of  ihe  term  marked  in  them. 

But,  as  I  said,  I  have  not  yet  .1  well-founded 
Opinion  and. I  believe  1  hat  the  noble  senator,  cx- 
miuisier  of  agriculture,  experienced  statesman  as  be 
is,  would  not  have  ventured  to  practice  an  act  lliat 
was  diametrically  opposed  to  le^al  dcterminnlioiis. 
Some  specious  reason  must  have  been  advanced  to 
illude  his  excellency. 

Gentlemen,  I  went  so  far  ns  to  doubt  the  exis- 
tence of  such  an  act,  because  having  as  it  was  said, 
been  dispatched  on  March  1st,  it  had  not  up  lo 
May  151.I1,  been  published  although,  as  Ihe  Senale 
knows,  oar  regime  is  or  should  be  that  of  publicity. 
Two  months  and  a  half ! 

Senator  Diogo  Velho.—Q^-a  it  be  apocryphal? 

Senator  Junqueira. — It  is  precisely  for  this  reason 
that  I  present  ihe  peti'.  on.  I  wish  the  Senate  to 
read  not  only  lite  text  of  Ihe  utile  that  is  pub- 
lished in  the  Dinrio  Offein/bixi  also  iliedoctiiitenU 
on  which  it  founded,  and  for  llii;  reason  I  do  not 
incline  lo  the  opinion  of  the  noble  senator  from  Rio 
Grande  do  Norte  because  the  Dkrio  Official  would 
nol  dare  publish  an  apocryphal  Hole.  If  it  was  mil 
for  this  publication  we  might  really  doubt  its  atilhen.

"We  publish  below  ihe  official  note  of  March  1st 
of  this  year  in  reply  to  a  petition  of  the  Botanical 
Garden  Rail  Road  Company  relative  to  the  ter- 
mination of  ils  privilege.  By  this  note  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  lerm  of  the  privilege  of  lhat  com- 
pany having  been  fixed  at  30  years  by  decree  No. 
2,142,  of  April  10,  1858,  to  be  counted  from  1856, 
the  date  of  the  concession,  the  said  privilege  would 
terminate  in  1S86.  The  company  petitioned  that 
the  30  years  should  be  counted  from  the  date  c' 
opening  of  the  line  for  traffic,  that  is  from  Oct.  9th. 
1868,  terminating  in  1898.  The  ex-minister  of 
agriculture  seeing  lhat  the  said  decree  of  April  loth, 
1858,  as  well  as  lhat  of  ihe  original  concession  had 
been  altered  by  ihe  statutes  of  the  company,  re- 
solved hi  conformity  with  the  alteration  that  the 
privilege  should  be  for  23  years  and  should  be 
counted  from  October  91b,  1868,  expiring  therefoi 
October  9th,  1893.    If  there  is  "anything  to  notice 


not  Ihe  decision  of  the  minister  but  the  abnormal 
fact  of  admitting  a  revocation  of  decrees  by  simple 
statutes.  Not  even  this,  however,  can  serve  as  a 
ba.-e  of  censure  for  the  note  of  March  1st,  because 
the  statutes,  good  or  bad,  were  approved  by  decree 
No,  3,001  of  November  18,  1S62.  We  have  thus 
replied  to  the  observation  made  yesterday  In  the 
Gazctithd  of  the  Jonial  do  Commercio." 

Mere  we  have  tlieZ>WJi'i>  0/ffc<Vr/ defending  the  act 
of  March  1st  saying  lhat  it  is  based  011  the  statuics 
of  1S62.  In  truth  Ihe  original  concession  which  was 
made  lo  Counselor  Candido  Baptista  de  OHvcira  es- 
tablished that  the  privilege  should  last  20  years 
counting  from  that  dale,  lhat  is  from  1S5S,  In  1858 
this  lerm  was  altered  to  30  years.  The  (irst  decree 
is  countersigned  by  our  very  illustrious  colleague, 
senator  from  Rio  de  Janeiro  .Visconde  do  Bom 
Reliro),  who  is  seated  by  my  side  ;  the  second  by 
ihe  Martinez  de  Olinda.

should  be  opened  to  public  tralllc.  This  iipenmj. 
look  place  in  October,  1S6S. 

The  Botanical  Garden  Rail  K-a,l  Company  now 
petition  tile  government,  not  for  these  25  year,  in 
question,  but  for  30  years. 

1  will  observe  lo  the  Senate  that  ihe  company 
could  not  ask  ibis  term.  No  decree  establishes 
ihe  lerm  of  30  years  from  the  dale  of  the  opening  of 
Ihe  first  section.  It  asked  Tor  more;  certain  that  the 
government  could  not  grant  this  lerm  and  lhat  in 
appearing  to  refuse,  the  vigltl  that  il  desired,  which 
was  the  25  years  from  thai  date,  wov.ld  be  con- 
firmed.

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According  to  tlie  recent  relatsrio  of  the 
minister  of  finance  it  transpires  tiiat  the  late 
occupant  of  that  high  position  has  been 
guilty  of  an  act  of  bad  faith  which  merits 
the  opprobrium  of  every  honest  man.  By 
the  express  terms  of  the  late  emission  of 
60, 000,000$  in  paper  currency,  afterwards 
reduced  to  40,000,000$,  it  was  provided 
that  six  per  cent,  of  the  emission  should  be 
annually  redeemed  and  burned.  In  accord- 
ance with  these  terms  the  late  minister  of 
finance  withdrew  the  specified  six  per  cent, 
of  the  emission,  or  2,400,000$,  Instead  of 
burning  this  money,  however,  he  afterwards 
put  it  into  circulation  anew,  thus  secretly 
increasing  the  outstanding  amount  of  paper 
currency.  This  act  is  not  only  in  open 
violation  of  the  law  but  it  is  also  an  act  of  bad 
faith  to  the  creditors  of  the  government, 
More  than  that,  this  two  thousand  four 
hundred  contos  of  redeemed  paper,  an 
amount  redeemed  by  an  express  provision 
oflaw,  is  to  all  intents  and  purposes  cancel- 
led and  without  value  ;  its  re-issue  therefore 
is  clearly  and  necessarily  a  criminal  act. 
Although  tins  very  thing  has  been  done  by 
;l  preceding  minister,  the  Bario  de  Cote- 
gipe,  it  is  an  act  which  no  precedent  can 
justify.  For  such  maladministrative  acts  it 
is  evident  that  a  minister  will  never  be  call- 
ed before  a  court  of  justice,  but  if  such 
things  are  permitted  to  go  unchallenged 
and  imcensured  the  country  itself  will 
eventually  suffer  an  inevitable  loss  of  credit. 


An  interesting  industrial  question  was 
ventilated  in  the  Senate  on  the  19th  by 
Senator  CorrSa.  It  seems  that  the  sub-del- 
egado  of  police  in  Itapagipe,  a  suburb  of  the 
city  of  Bahia,  had  forbidden  night  work  in 
the  shipyard  of  the  Bahia  navigation  company, 
located  in  that  place.  The  company  was 
then  engaged  in  repairing  the  steamer  Penedo 
which  was  wanted  at  the  earliest  day  possible. 
The  company  appealed  to  the  president  of 
the  province  who,  with  great  circumspection, 
permitted  the  continuation  of  night  work  on 
the  Penedo,  the  work  to  be  limited  to  the 
hours  absolutely  necessary  in  deference  to 
the  quiet  of  the  neighborhood,  in  which 
there  were  sick  persons.  He  also  notified 
the  company  that  a  commission  would  be 
appointed  to  select  a  new  site  for  the  shipyard 
to  which  it  shall  be  removed  ;  and  he  prohib- 
ited the  company  from  taking  any  new 
work  until  the  commission  shall  have  report- 
ed. Now  that  is  what  we  call  the  quintes- 
sence of  paternal  government.  We  have  here 
a  great  solicitude  for  the  sick,  an  eminently 
Christian  feeling,  and  a  keen  interest  in  the 
development  of  a  national  industry.  To 
benefit  the  sick  the  president  shuts  up  a 
shipyard;  to  unable  it  to  open  he  hunts  up 
a  more  convenient  site.  Taking  this  act  as 
a  precedent  there  isa  boundless  field  opened 
before  the  paternal  official  throughout  the 
whole  country.  Asoneillustration,  we  would 
say  tlia  the  quiet  and  comfort  both  of  the  well 
and  the  sick  requires  that  the  industrious 
class  of  bell-ringers  shall  be  encouraged  in 
the  same  way.  If  these  countless  bells  could 
be  removed  to  a  more  convenient  site,  the 
ringers  could  then  go  on  with  their  muscular 
industry  to  the  end  of  the  chapter,  and  the 
victims  of  their  present  activity  might  then 
be  permitted  some  slight  repose.  Besides 
that  it  would  materially  reduce  the  under- 
taking industry,  and  check  the  growing 
tendency  to  lunacy.  It  is  certainly  a  good 
subject  to  think  of. 


humor. "  He  then  goes  on  to  say  that  a  short 
time  previous  to  Tweed's  indictment  as  a  felon, 
he  addressed  a  great  assemblage  of  his  fol- 
lowers in  which  he  announced  with  patriotic 
fervor  and  emphasis  that  the  time  had  come 
when  the  municipal  administration  of  that 
city  must  be  purified  and  based  upon  the 
true  principles  of  economy  and  justice.  At 
that  very  moment  William  M.  Tweed  had 
his  arms  in  the  city  treasury  up  to  the  elbows. 
On  the  15th  instant  the  Brazilian  Chamber 
of  Deputies  listened  to  an  elaborate  defense 
of  his  public  career  from  the  lips  of  Deputy 
Bezerra  de  Menezes,  the  president  of  the 
municipal  council  of  Rio  de  Janeiro.  The 
great  manager  met  the  attacks  upon  his  offi- 
cial career  by  sweeping  denials,  and  enumer- 
ations of  the  many  high  services  which  he 
had  rendered  this  city.  In  his  twenty-four 
yearsof  public  life  and  twenty  years  of  offi- 
cial life,  he  denied  that  any  act  could  be 
found  which  would  reflect  discredit  upon 
either  his  public  or  private  character.  As  a 
proof  of  this  he  cited  the  Tact  that  during  all 
these  long  years  he  had  been  regularly  re- 
elected to  office  and  had  received  the  great- 
est proofs  of  consideration  from  the  people 
from  whom  he  came  and  to  whom  he  expec- 
ted to  return  at  the  close  of  his  public  career. 
But  to  return  to  William  M.  Tweed.  Two 
weeks  after  the  formal  indictment  of  Tweed 
before  the  grand  jury  of  New  York  for  his 
gigantic  thefts  from  the  treasury  of  that  city 
he  was  elected  to  the  Senate  of  the  State  of 
New  York  from  the  City  of  New  York  by 
twenty  thousand  majority  lie  never  took 
his  seat,  however,  as  he  feared  the  represen- 
tatives of  the  rural  districts  who  were  under 
no  obligations  to  treat  him  with  the  consider- 
ation shown  l)y  his  followers  and  admirers  of 
the  city.  Me  was  afterwards  tried,  found 
guilty,  and  condemned  to  fine  and  imprison- 
ment. This  goes  to  prove  that  though  justice 
may  sleep  and  a  deluded  people  may  shower 
honors  upon  the  man  who  robs  them  while 
filling  their  cars  with  homilies  on  virtue  and 
honor  and  justice,  the  day  of  detection  and 
disgrace  will  surely  come — and  woe  to  him 
upon  whom  their  pent-up  indignation  may 
fall. 


In  a  review  of  "The  Municipality  of  New 
York"  in  the  North  American  Review,  some 
time  ago,  Charles  Francis  Adams,  Jr.,  char- 
acterizes William  M.  Tweed,  the  great  ring 
manager  and  thief,  as  a  man  of  "wit  and 


The  plan  adopted  by  the  international 
geographical  congress  at  Paris  in  August, 
1875,  relative  to  the  belter  distribution  and 
exchange  of  scientific  knowtedge,  has  been 
warmly  praised  in  all  parls  of  the  civilized 
world,  but  not  until  the  present  moment 
has  the  hidden  merits  of  the  scheme  been 
fully  evolved.  The  Paris  congress  advised 
that  a  commission  should  be  established  in 
every  country  for  the  purpose  of  collecting, 
sending  out  and  receiving  information  and 
publications  relative  to  physical  and  political 
science.  The  subjects  upon  which  it  was 
decided  to  collect  and  exchange  information 
relates  more  or  less  directly  to  natural  and 
descriptive  sciences ,  such  as  astronomy, 
geodosy,  chartography,  geography,  topogra- 
phy, geology,  mineralogy,  botany,  anthro- 
pology, hygiene ,  archaeology ,  linguistics, 
numismatics,  and  statistics  in  all  its  branches. 
The  scheme  was  comprehensive,  and  ap- 
pealed warmly  to  the  scientific  instincts  of 
all  nations,  The  central  commission  was 
located  in  Paris  and  the  work  of  organizing 
branch  commissions  in  various  countries  was 
begun  m  once.  The  Brazilian  government 
formally  adopted  the  scheme  by  an  aviso  of 
June  30,  1877,  and  definitely  organized  its 
branch  commission  by  an  official  act  of 
November  13,  1879.  On  the  5th  of  March, 
1880,  the  Biazilian  consul-general  in  New 
York,  Si.  Salvador  de  Mendonca,  announc- 
ed to  the  American  people  through  the  press 
that  the  "  Brazilian  Central  Commission  of 
International  Exchange"  was  finally  ready 
to  enter  into  correspondence  with  its  fellow 
com  missions,  to  collect  and  forward  "sci- 
entific, literary  or  artistical  information,  "  to 
"receive  and  distribute  documents,  etc., 
sent  by  the  foreign  commissions, "  and,  in 
short,  to  do  all  things  specified  by  the  Paris 
congress.  This  announcement  has  elicited 
a  response  that  is  both  gratifying  and  prom- 
ising. Thanks  to  the  fertile  genius  of  the 
Yankee  this  opportunity  for  international 
exchange  has  been  developed  into  channels 
of  which  the  scientific  mind  never  dreamed 
and  which  is  destined  to  confer  unmeasured 
blessings  upon  an  unenlightened  world. 
Scarcely  a  month  has  passed  since  the  echo 
of  Consul-general  Mendonca's  manifesto 
reached  Brazil  but  the  flood  of  information  is 
upon  us.  The  commission  gravely  and  grate- 

ully  acknowledges  the  receipt  of  a  "great 
number  of  American  journals,  and  the  cata- 
logues and  price  lists  of  many  important 
manufactories  of  that   country."     "These 


journals  and  catalogues,"  says  the  president 
of  the  Brazilian  commission,  "are  at  the 
disposition  of  the  public  at  the  3rd  section 
of  the  department  of  empire."  Shades  of 
Copernicus  and  Cuvier!  what  a  vista  opens 
before  our  eyes  !  On  the  one  hand  we  have 
the  busy  mills,  and  factories,  and  laboratories, 
and  workshops  of  a  great  country  busy  in 
the  effort  to  let  the  world  know  just  what 
they  are  doing  and  how  much  it  will  cost 
to  enjoy  the  fruits  of  their  labors  ;  on  the 
other  hand  we  have  a  great  and  beneficent 
empire  whose  people  are  thirsting  for  scien- 
tific lore  and  whose  departments  of  state  are 
transformed  into  distributing  agencies  of 
catalogues  and  price  lists.  Through  stich 
agencies  Ayer's  and  Hostetter's  almanacs 
will  soon  be  found  in  every  household  ;  the 
wonderful  feats  of  the  Buckeye  reaper  will 
be  like  a  fairy  tale  on  the  lips  of  children  ; 
the  beneficent  qualities  of  Vinegar  Bitters 
will  be  a  new  revelation  to  the  land;  and 
the  glowing  promise  of  Giant  Cement  will 
weld  anew  the  patriotism  and  aspirations  of 
a  Chinese-stricken  people.  What  boundless 
iibilities  are  in  this  newly-discovered 
agency  1  what  a  saving  in  duties  and  agents' 
expenses  !  A  great  nation  places  itself  at 
the  disposition  of  the  solder-and-cement  men 
of  the  north  in  the  interests  of  scientific 
research,  and  the  dawn  ofa  new  era  is  upon 
us.  In  the  words  of  Victor  Ugo,  "theGreat 
Dippershakes  hands  with  the  Southern  Cross! 
the  Patent  Medicine  Man  stands  face  to  face 
with  his  Destiny  !" 


By  as  imperial  decree  of  March  12,  1856, 
a  twenty  years'  concession  was  granted  to 
two  Brazilian  citizens  for  the  construction  and 
operation  ofa  street  railway  between  a  con- 
venient locality  in  the  city  of  Riode  Janeiro 
•and  the  Botanical  Garden.  This  was  the 
pioneerlineofBrazil.  In  1858  the  term  of 
the  privilege  was  extended  to  thirty  years.  In 
1859  all  materials  for  constructing  the  line 
were  granted  exemption  from  import  taxes. 
In  i860  and  1861  the  time  for  beginning 
work  was  granted  two  extensions.  In  1862 
the  privilege  was  sold  to  the  Barlto  de  Maud, 
the  statutes  of  the  company  were  drawn  up 
and  approved,  and  the  duration  of  the  priv- 
ilege was  fixed  at  twenty-five  years,  dating 
from  the  opening  of  the  first  section.  In  1865 
there  was  another  extension  of  the  time  fixed 
for  beginning  the  work  ofconstruction.  Up 
to  this  time  and  with  all  these  favors  not  one 
single  stroke  of  work  was  done  on  the  line. 
The  government  had  dealt  most  liberally 
with  the  enterprise,  but  the'Brazilian  holders 
ofthe  privilege  were  timid,  capitalists  avoided 
it,  and  the  public  laughed  at  it.  No  one 
seemed  to  believe  in  it;  every  one  slimmed 
it.  That  is  the  history  of  the  Botanical 
Garden  street  railway  as  a  national  enter- 
prise. In  August  1S66  the  privilege  was 
sold  to  an  American  company,  represented 
by  the  late  C.  B.  Greenough,  Esq,  and  in  the 
following  March  that  company  was  ready  to 
begin  laying  the  track.  The  city  council 
here  stepped  in  and  prohibited  the  laying  of 
the  track,  and  this  injunction  extended 
through  a  period  of  fourteen  months.  That 
obstacle  removed  the  company  began  the 
work  ofconstruction  in  June,  1868,  and  the 
first  section  was  opened  in  the  following 
October.  It  is  thus  seen  that  the  American 
company,  which  still  owns  and  manages 
the  line,  effected  in  the  short  space  of  three 
months  a  result  which  their  predecessors  had 
been  unable  to  begin  in  ten  years.  Since 
that  time  the  company  has  gone  on  extending 
their  lines  and  perfecting  their  service,  until 
to-day  the  Botanical  Garden  line  is  unques- 
tionably one  of  the  best  equipped  and  best 
managed  street  railways  in  the  world.  Dur- 
ing the  first  eight  years  of  the  existence  of 
this  company,  the  receipts  from  rental  tax 
(decima  urbana)  and  from  the  tax  on  property 
transfers  in  the  districts  through  which  their 
line  passes,  were  doubled,  and  the  value  of 
property  was  everywhere  greatly  increased. 
To-day  the  income  trom  these  sources  of 
revenue  has  increased  fully  three  fold,  ele- 
gant residences  have  been  erected  along  the 
line,  the  streets  have  been  paved  and  kept 
in  the  best  of  order,  and  the  residents  ofthe 
southern  districts  of  this  city  have  been  ser- 
ved in  a  manner  which  has  always  received 
their  warmest  approval.  The  company  has 
naturally  grown  rich,  but  never  at  the  ex- 
pense ofthe  public  service.  Its  track,  its 
rolling  stock,  its  animals,  all  have  been  kept 
in  the  very  best  order ;  the  officers  and  em- 
ployees of  the  line  have  ever  been  polite 
and  obliging  ;  and  the  company  has  spared 
no  expense  to  make  its  service  satisfactory 
in  every  particular.  How  well  it  has  suc- 
ceeded may  be  readily  seen  by  comparing  it 


with  any  other  line,  either  in  this  city  or 
elsewhere.  And  now,  in  view  of  all  ths, 
we  find  the  leading  newspaper  of  Brazil,  sen- 
ators, deputies,  aldermen,  and  a  host  of 
public  officials,  all  clamoring  against  this 
one  foieign  street  railway  company  and 
demanding  that  its  franchise  shall  lapse  at 
the  earliest  date  possible  and  that  its  property 
and  income  shall  revert  to  the  city  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro.  Shameful  and  dishonorable  as  is 
this  demand,  it  has  no  lack  of  advocates  and 
defenders.  The  contract  of  this  company 
contains  no  clause  by  which  their  property 
reverts  to  the  city  at  the  expiration  of  the 
privilege  ;  by  what  right  therefore  does  the 
city  lay  claim  to  their  property  ?  At  the 
end  of  the  privilege  in  1893  the  property 
will  still  belong  to  the  company,  and  its 
seizure  will  be  nothing  less  than  theft. 
This  enterprise  has  made  money  simply  be- 
cause it  has  been  wisely  managed  ;  is  this 
so  grievous  an  offense  in  the  eyes  of  Brazi- 
lian officials  that  it  should  be  punished  with 
forfeiture?  And  as  to  the  existence  of  a 
public  demand  for  this  valuable  property, 
there  is  not  one  particle  of  evidence  to  prove 
that  it  has  or  does  exist.  The  legislators 
have  forgotten  the  first  days  of  the  year  when 
the  Botanical  Garden  line  not  only  escaped 
the  indignation  of  the  people,  but  was 
warmly  praised  on  all  hands.  If  this  spolia- 
tion be  urged  on  the  grounds  of  public 
utility  and  income,  let  its  advocates  show 
how  well  it  would  be  administered  by  the 
present  cliv  government,  and  then  they  will 
have  some  basis  to  stand  upon.  The  simple 
demand  for  another  man's  property  without 
either  right  or  title,  furnishes  no  just  basis 
for  a  claim. 


THE  CATTA  BRANCA   BLACKS. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Rio  News  : 

Sir; — The  Rev.  Mr.  Vanorden  of  Rio 
Grande,  in  the  third  report  of  his  christian 
work  in  Brazil  says,  after  visiting  many 
places,  he  made  a  "hurried  trip  to  Palmei- 
ras,"  and  credits  me  with  having  been  "the 
means  of  freeing"  the  Catta  Branca  slaves  at 
Morro  Velho.  Such  a  mistake  must  have 
resulted  from  the  confusion  of  the  conver- 
sation during  that  vciy  hurried  visit,  for  he 
came  by  one  train  and  left  by  the  next.  I 
regret  his  mistake,  but  I  am  sure  it  was  un- 
intentional. 

But  as  The  Rio  News  could  have  so  easily 
ascertained  '.'torn  me  as  to  such  a  report,  pas- 
sing as  1  did  the  office  door  daily,  before 
the  issue  of  the  last  number,  I  think  I  may 
complain  of  having  had  my  name  circulated 
among  its  readers  in  connection  with  so 
absurd,  because  so  invert'simile  a  pretension. 
[  disclaim,  the  merit  attributed  to  me,  and 
give  it  cordially  to  whom  it  is  due  ;  namely, 
to  Mr.  Williams,  of  Cocaes,  who  ferreted 
out  the  condemnatory  documents,  and  to 
Deputy  Joaquim  Nabuco  whose  brilliant 
oratory  and  humane  appeals  in  the  Chamber 
uf  Deputies,  to  the  national  justice,  gave  ef- 
fect to  these  documents.  The  English  Charge 
d'Aflaires,  Mr.  St.  John,  and  The  Rio  News 
also  powerfully  helped  the  good  cause,  as  did 
many  others  in  lesser  degree. 

For  twenty  years  did  officers,  connected 
with  Mono  Velho  and  other  English  com- 
panies, denounce  to  the  Legation  in  Rio,  and 
to  the  Anti-Slavery  Society  in  London,  that 
a  late  agent  at  Morro  Velho  and  a  director  in 
London  were  parties  ill  re-enslaving  the 
Catta  Branca  blacks,  but  in  vain.  All  wasdone 
so  cunningly  and  so  secretly  by  said  parties 
that  no  clue  to  their  conviction  could  be  found 
till  Mr.  Williams,  in  1879,  by  some  ingen- 
ious play  in  a  side  question  with  the  Morro 
Velho  Company,  found  out  everything,  and 
in  person  followed  up  his  information  on  the 
spot,  and  in  Rio  to  the  successful  issue  by 
different  means,  but  chiefly  by  Deputy  Na- 
buco's  generous  advocacy.

LEGISLATIVE  NOTES 

—The  injustice  of  the  additional  tax  of  1%  per 
cent,  on  foreign  goods  shipped  from  one  Brazilian 
port  10  another,  was  hronght  before  the  Chamber 
on  the  131I1  inst.  by  Drputy  Leondo  de  Carvallio, 
who  presented  a  protest  from  the  business  men  of 
Santos.  The  injustice  of  this  customs  regulation  is 
so  apparent  that  ihc  Chamber  should  lose  no  time 
in  repealing  it; 

—From  the  discussion  011  the  new  supplementary 
credits  of  the  minister  of  agriculture  on  die  14th 
inst.  the  fact  became  Known  that  five  kilometer!  of 
the  Santa  Cruz  branch  of  the  Doui  Pedro  II  rail- 
way had  been  washed  away.  It  seems  that  the 
line  had  been  built  below  the  flood  level,  and  it  is 
now  necessary  to  reconstruct  die  line.  The  minister 
of  agriculture  defends  the  engineer  on  the  ground 
that  it  is  impossible  10  provide  against  such  ac- 
cidents. It  also  transpired  that  the  new  rails 
which  had  been  bought  for  this  line,  under  a  legis- 
lative appropriation,  have  bcensubsiituted  by  old 
rails. 

—The  new  supplementary  credit  asked  by  the 
minister  of  agriculture  passed  the  third  reading  in 
the  Chamber  on  the  15th.  The  credits  are  lor 
public  works,  water  works,  etc.,  6,880.819*379  and 
for  the  Dom  Pedro  II  railway  1,280.000$. 

— Deputy  Bezerra  de  Menczcs,  president  of  the 
city  council  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  president  of  the  Silo 
Cllristovfto  tramway  company,  etc,  etc.,  addressetl 
the  Chamber  on  the  151I1  inst.  in  defense  of  the 
many  charges  brought  against  him.  He  called 
attention  to  the  ci re utr.s  lance  that  his  public  career 
began  twenty-four  years  ago,  twenty  years  of  which 
hail  been  spent  in  public  office.  He  challenged  the 
discovery  of  any  act  in  his  public  or  private  career 
which  reflected  discredit  upon  him. 

— On  the  15th  Deputy  Gaviao  reixoto  addressed 
an  interpellation  to  the  government  in  regard  to  the 
re-issue  of  2,400,000$  of  redeemed  currency  by 
the  laiter  minister  of  finance,  and  in  regard  to  Ihe 
extension  of  time  in  ihe  privilege  of  the  Botanical 
Garden  Railroad  Company. 

—The  bill  approving  the  contract  between  the 
government  and  ihe  Amazon  Steam  Navigation 
Company  finally  passed  the  Senate  on  the  17th  inst. 
as  il  was  originnlly  received  from  the  Chamber 
about  one  year  ago.  The  bill  extends  the  contract 
ten  years  and  grants  an  annual  subsidy  of  480,0008. 
All  the  euiendments  proposed  were  rejected. 

—In  the  discussion  of  the  reply  to  the  speech 
from  the  throne  in  the  Chamber,  on  the  iSth,  the 
prime  minister,  Counselor  Saraiva,  declared  ihat  in 
case  the  electoral  reform  bill  failled  to  pass  the 
Chambers  the  ministry  would  not  propose  a  dissolu- 
tion, but  would  retire  from  power.  In  respect  to 
the  question  of  emancipation  he  stated  that  the 
government  docs  not  at  present  design  to  take  it 
up.

—The  number  of  deaths  from  yellew  fever  from 
the  1st  to  the  19th  inst.  inclusive  was  77,  or  at  an 
average  of  4  a  day.  This  is  exclusive  of  the  deaths 
at  the  Jurujuba  hospital. 

— Decree  7,710,  of  the  11th  inst.,  concedes  a  priv- 
ilege to  Alfredo  Gomes  Netto  for  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  passenger  and  freight  wagons  of  his  own 
invention.    Ten  years. 

—Since  the  passage  of  Hie  law  of  Autjust  28, 
1830,  providing  for  the  concession  of  privileges  for 
invention,  discovery  and  introduction,  there  have 
been  granted  a  total  of  457  privileges. 

—According  to  the  Cruzeiro,  it  is  reported  that 
tlie  directors  of  the  Dom  Pedro  TI  railway  exacted 
over  800$  for  transporting  the  remains  of  the  late 
Duque  de  Caxias  from  Desengano  to  this  city— 132 
kilometers. 

—The  expense  of  lightinc  this  city  with  ens  dur- 
ing the  year  1R79  was  660,9141(1470,  of  which  14c,- 
402$479was  expended  to  meet  the  difference  in 
exchange.  The  number  of  public  lights  at  the  close 
of  the  year  was  5,910. 

—By  decree  7,709,  ot  the  nth  inst.,  Alexandre 
Bristol  receives  a  ten  years  privilege  for  the  manu- 
facture and  sale  of  opaque  glassware,  bearinc  letWs 
or  designs,  according  to  a  new  process  which  lie 
claims  to  have  invented.  . 

—According  to  the  report  of  llie  minister  of 
agriculture  there  are  4,313  miles  of  telegranh  lines 
in*  the  various  provinces  of  Brazil,  whose  cost  and 
preservation  in  1878-79  reached  a  total  of  1,50a. 
I97$702.  The  receipts  in  the  fiscal  year  187H-79, 
were  7og,3oo$i40;  and  1877-7S,  558.  iS=,$774. 

—The  Cnneiro  of  the  21st  inst.  calls  attention  to 
the  insufficient  means  of  exit  from  the  Dom  Pedro 
II  theatre  in  case  of  fire.  Mr.  R.  Kinsman  Benjamin 
some  time  since  alluded  to  this  subject  and  pointed 
out  very  clearly  the  grave  delects  and  dangers  of  this 
theatre,  ll  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  timely  warning 
given  by  Mr.  Benjamin  will  not  he  overlooked  so 
completely  by  ihe  proprietor  ot  the  theatre  as  they 
have  been  by  the  Ctttaeiro. 

—We  take  this  occasion  to  inform  our  readers 
that  tbe  most  favorable  locality  for  the  observntii 
of  the  total  solar  eclipse  of  1893  will  be  Brazil. 
The  duration  of  the  eclipse  will  he  4  minutes  and 
44  seconds,  and  the  spectacle  will  beat  Llais'  comet 
by  one  half.  These  predictions  are  made  by  our 
obstronomical  editor,  who  neither  wants  an  appro- 
priation nor  occupies  comfortable  quarters  in  the 
Absurdalory  on  Castle  Hill. 

—The  Emperor  and  Empress,  accompanied  by 
minister  of  agriculture  Buarque  de  Macedo  and  a 
number  of  distinguished  personages,  embarked  on 
the  Brazilian  packet  Rio  Grande  for  Parana  on  the 
morning  of  the  17th  inst.  They  arrived  at  Paranagua 
.  at  6  o'clock  on  the  evening  of  the  18th,  after  a  fine 
voyage,  and  landed  amidst  great  popular  enthusiasm. 
They  spent  the  19th  in  Paranagua,  and  then  set 
out  to  visit  Antonina  and  Curityba,  the  canital  of  the 
province.  The  formal  inauguration  of  the  Parana 
railway  is  put  down  for  the  Jlh  of  June. 

—The  Cruzeiro  calls  al  tention  to  Hie  crcat  changes 
which  are  oceurring  in  the  topograph/ of  the  earth, 
owing  to  the  Mont  Cenis  and  St  Gothard  tunnels, 
Ihe  Suez  canal,  the  proir-cted  Nicaragua  canal  and 
the  projected  canal  to  unite  the  Baltic  and  North 
seas.  To  this  list  of  unmoved  commercial  high- 
ways of  the  world  we  be'  leave  to  add  the  pr.-iected 
tunnel  under  the  bay  of  Rio  do  Janeiro,  and  -though 
not  a  highway  hut  certainly  an  improvement  in 
commercial  communication  —  Morris  N. 'Kohn's 
projected  express  company. 

—During  the  calendar  year  1879  there  were  209 
fires  in  this  city  classified  as  follows :  great,  53 ;

The  ycld  is  enormous ;  it  require 
little  care  and  makes'  excellent  food  for  man  an 
beast.  It  is  not  produced  in  cars  al  all,  but  in  a 
much  more  condensed  form.  1 1  does  not  grow  as 
tall,  but  branches  more  than  Indian  corn,  and  each 
branch  is  tufted  with  a  large  head  containing  thou- 
sands of  seeds.  The  climate  of  portions  of  California 
is  similar  to  that  of  Egypt,  and  it  is  thought  this 
:jain  will  prove  to  be  a  very  valuable  product.     One 

rower  in  that  slate  claims  to  have  harvested  a  crop 
averajing  eighty  bushels  to  the  acre.  The  grain 
resembles  hulled  barley,  for  which  it  is  easily  mis- 
taken. There  are  two  varieties,  while  and  brown, 
differing  in  color  and  flavor.  The  white  has  as  fine 
a  flavor  as  rice,  while  the  brown  has  an  acrid  taste 
wink  green,  and  till  it  is  perfectly  dry,  that  makes  it 
undesirable  as  an  article  of  food,— New  England 
Homestead.

BRAZILIAN  FREIGHT  CHARGES 
ON  COFFEE. 
It  is  said  that  the  cliicf  business  of  one  of  lire 
kalding  railroads  of  Brazil  is  to  tarry  coffee,  very 
little  oilier  freight  being  moved;  and  ihe  passengers 
carried  consisting  chiefly  of  cofll-e  planters  or  coffee 
traders.  As  the  total  quantity  of  coffee  produced 
is  comparatively  small,  the  rales  paid  per  hundred 
pounds  are  very  high,  From  some  points  no  * 
railroad  only  365  miles  in  length  every  sack  of  cullee 
that  reaches  Rio  Janeiro  must  pay  $4,  while  the 
regular  freight  charges  from  Rio  Janeiro  to  New 
York  on  the  same  sack  vary  from  20  to  75  cents. 
If  similar  rates  were  applied  to  grain  or  flour  they 
■would  so  greatly  exceed  the  prices  commonly 
charged  here,  that  it  is  said  lo  be  a  demonstrable 
fact  that  California  grain  could  be  carried  for  3,000 
miles  across  the  United  States  and  then  shipped  by 
steamer  to  Rio  Janeiro,  and  sold  there  at  lower 
prices  than  grain  produced  on  the  line  of  a  Brazilian 
railway  leading  to  that  port.  If  some  of  the  agi- 
tators who  complain  of  the  existing  system  of  freight 
charges  in  litis  country  were  familiar  with  the 
marked  contrast  the  cheap  movement  of  freight  '

PROVINCIAL   NOTES. 

— The  Campinas  market  bill  became  a  law  on 
tlie  24th  ult.  The  privilege  extends  over  a  period 
o[  sixty  years. 

—The  receipts  of  the  Sflo  Paulo  post-office  in 
April  were  aS,6i8$54o;  expenses  25,820$i32; 
balance  3,S2S$4oS. 

—A  small  police  force,  returning  from  Pao  Ferro, 
Fernnmbuco,  where  they  had  been  to  capture  some 
criminals,  were  fired  upon  from  an  ambuscade  on 
the  3rd  inst.     One  policeman  was  killed. 

— The  Gaseta,  of  Porto  Alegre,  of  the  4U1  inst., 
states  that  there  are  300  Italian  immigrants  living 
in  barracks  there,  who  have  been  furnished  neither 
with  food  nor  transportation.  They  get  a  scanty 
living  by  begging  in  the  streets. 

— The  business  men  of  Santos  arc  protesting 
against  the  law  of  Nov.  26,  1879,  which  levies  an 
additional  tax  of  1^  percent,  on  foreign  goods 
shipped  from  one  Brazilian  port  to  another.  The 
complaint  is  eminently  just  and  merits  the  immediate 
of  the  minister  of  finance.

—To  encourage  the  cultivation  of  coffee  in  thai 
province  the  provincial  government  of  Santa  Catb- 
arina  offers  a  premium  of  1,000$  to  every  planter 
who  shall  prove  to  the  president  the  possession  of 
40  acres  of  land  upon  which  ten  thousand  coffee 
plants  have  been  set  out  and  cultivated.  The  pay- 
ment of  the  premium  is  made  conditional  on  the 
regular  cultivation  of  the  coffee  plants  which  shall 
be  set  out  in  parallel  rows  four  metres  apart  tech 
way,  and  will  be  made  only  after  the  first  crop  pro- 
duced.  No  planter  will  receive  more  than  one 
premium.  If  a  larger  area  shall  be  planted  tile 
planter  will  receive  100  reis  for  each  tree,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  foregoing  conditions. 

— Vast  Jornal  do  Recife  of  the  gth  ins'.,  relates 
that  about  fifteen  days  previous  a  free  black  woman 
named  Perpetua  notified  the  chief  of  police  thr.t  her 
daughter  Rota,  whose  freedom  had  been  li.-.rgainiVi 
for  in  the  sum  of  600$  with  her  master  in  Iguarassu, 
was  on  board  the  coasting  steamer  Pcrnim!-n.  ■, 
destined  to  be  .sold  in  Rio  de  Janeiro.  The  poor 
woman  asked  that  her  daughter  should  be  token 
from  the  steamer  and  set  at  liberty,  depositing 
therefor  the  stipulated  600$.  According  to  her 
statement  the  master  of  Rosa,  after  agreeing  10 
accept  Goo$  for  her  liberty,  sold  her  to  a  man  m 
Pedras  de  Fogo,  who  sent  her  to  Parnhyba  where 
she  was  shipped  for  the  slave  market  of  Rio  de  Jan- 
eiro. The  chief  of  police  at  once  look  :'.ie  slave 
girl  from  the  steamer,  arranged  matters  wjlb  her 
master  and  gave  her  the  loir,' -desired  letter  of 
freedom. 

—If  there  is  any  inn:  privilege  mute  llir.  1  another 
in  which  the  young  man  of  Sao  Paulo  bc'.ieves  ibat 
be  lias  a  vested  right,  it  is  Hint  of  going  behind  the 
scenes  at  the  theatre  mid  displaying  him  -.  ■■■  ;"i.- 
actresses.  It  seems  that  the  scene-shifters  a:  the 
S.  Jost;  theatre  objected  to  this  on  the  evening  of  the 
14th  inst.,  and  a  row  ensued  then  and  ihere.  A 
mortal  affront  had  been  given,  and  the/.'fw  ttoblesit 
thirled  for  the  scene-shifters'  blood.  Chi!'-.,  whips, 
knives,  razors,  revolvers,  every  tiling  handy  came  into 
play.  The  trap  doors  were  opened  and  the  gas  was 
extinguished.  Several  persons  on  both  sides  were 
injured.  Finally  the  police  authorities,  the  police 
force,  the  militia,  and  the  infantry  and  cavalry  of 
the  regular  army  turned  out  and  then  order  was 
restored.  The  Constituinte  says  that  one  of  the 
s  fainted.

— The  rains  continue  frequent  and  abundant  in 
Ceara.  The  provincial  president  reports  a  total 
suspension  of  public  relief. 

—Tile  city  council  of  Tanbate,  011  receiving  intel- 
ligence of  the  death  of  the  Duque  de  Coxites,  sus- 
pended ils  session  and  at  once  sent  on  its  condo- 
lences. 

— The  Alagoas  correspondent  of itiejontal writes 
under  dale  of  the  281b  ult.,  that  the  coming  sugar 
crop  promises  to  be  superior  to  that  of  the  two  past 
years,  owing  lo  the  rains. 

— According  to  the  Gaseta,  of  Porto  Alegre,  the 
minister  of  agriculture  authorized  the  president  of 
Rio  Grande  on  the  iotli  of  March  last,  to  selltwo 
square  leagues  of  unoccupied  laud,  in  the  municipal- 
ity ofTaquary,  lo  Eduardo  Palaasin  Guinle.  The 
land  is  to  be  located  on  the  right  margin  of  Rio 
Taquary,  and  the  price  fixed  is  one-half  real  per 
square  braca— or  418  reis  per  acre. 

—A  slave  was  buried  at  Juudiahy  on  the  12th  inst. 
who  had  been  literally  whipped  to  death.  Mis 
wounds,  which  were  seen  by  many  people,  were 
frightful,  the  bones  being  exposed  in  places  by  the 
gashes.  The  published  note  of  this  brutal  occur- 
rence does  not  gives  the  name  of  the  master ;  it  is 
simply  given  as  a  matter  of  news.  The  curse  of 
these  unpunished  brutalities  will  some  d  ly  over- 
whelm the  people  who  permit  them. 

—The  beneficent  founders  of  the  Ypiranga  lot- 
levies  had  a  meeting  the  other  day.  They  propose 
to  invite  competition  between  Brazilians  and  for- 
eigners as  to  the  terms  of  the  drawings,  premiums, 
etc.  We  propose  all  blanks,  and— but  we  reserve 
full  plan  for  the  competition.  They  propose 
that  a  primary  school  shall  be  attached  to  the 
monument,  and  offer  20,000$  for  the  best  plan. 
Now  that's  what  we  call  a  coup  d'etat'.  No  mailer 
enormous  the  swindle,  a  school  project  will 
sugar-coal  it  perfectly. 

—A  pleasing  miracle  took  place  at  S.  Joiiu  da 
liarra  not  long  since  which  promises  well  for  a  fu- 
ture pilgrimage  mania.  According  lo  the  Progres- 
sist of  that  place  a  Spaniard  named  Jose  Siqueira 
arrived  at  Campos  about  a  month  ago  from  Rio  de 
Janeiro.  He  was  totally  blind,  and  obtained  a  liv- 
ing by  playing  the  harmonium  and  begging  in  the 
eels.  This  blind  beggar  had  great  faith  in  the 
Virgcm  Benhorn  da  1'euha  at  Atafona,  near  S.  Joao. 
He  induced  some  parties  lo  take  him  down  there 
and  another  party  to  take  him  to  the  chapel.  In 
answer  lo  Ins  first  prayers  the  Holy  Virgin  of  Penlia 
kindly  opened  both  of  his  eyes,  whereat  ihere  is 
icat  marvel  and  rejoicing.  His  blindness  is  sworn 
d  by  those  who  saw  him  beg,  others  who  rolled  Ins 
igoreLtes,  mid  others  who  assisted  him  in  his  travels. 


MARACAIBO  COFFEE. 
A  .serious  commotion  has  been  created  in  the 
coffee  market  by  the  reported  failure  in  the  crop  of 
Maracaibo  coffee.  The  heavy  rains  which  are  re- 
poi  led  to  have  visited  Venezuela  have,  it  is  said, 
entirely  ruined  this  crop,  and  the  specimens  of  this 
brand  •(  coffee  which  have  lately  been  received  in 
:bis  harbor  from  that  region  have  fully  verified  the 
report.  The  amount  of  Maracaibo  coffee  annually 
led  here  is  estimated  at  80,000  bags,  of  one 
bundled  and  thirty  pounds  each,  making  an  ag- 
gregate of  over  10,000,000  pounds,  which,  at  the 
nominal  market  price  is  worth  fully  $1,500,000, 
The  dealers  here  say  that  a  failure  in  the  crop  of 
Maracaibo  can  hardly  be  made  good,  as  its  place 
cannot  be  filled  by  any  other  coffee  brought  to  this 
market  from  those  sources  from  which  coffee  is 
generally  drawn.     The  news  from  Rio  and  Central 

1  ica  give  reports  of  very  fair  crops,  and  a  pros- 
pcclof  a  good  supply;  but  these  coffees,  although 
■ery  largely  used,  cannot,  it  is  said,  be  made  to 
.ripply  the  place  of  Maracaibo  coffee,  Some  of  the 
i.irge  dealers  in  coffees  say  that  the  scarcity  of  this 
brand  will  have  a  great  effect  on  other  coffees,  so 

is  regulating  the  price  is  concerned;  but  as 
yet  id  very  serious  effect  is  felt,  as  hopes  are  enter- 
tained that  the  disasters  by  the  rains  in  Venezuela 
me  not  so  bad  as  have  b-en  reported,  notwithstand- 
ing the  fact  that  direct  advices  speak  of  the  heavy 
floods  arising  from  the  unusual  water  fall  and  the 
damage  done  lo  the  coffee  plantations.  They  arc 
anxiously  awaiting  later  advices;  tile  last  letters 
received  being  over  a  month  old.— ?»<-  Giocer, 
March  20.
